Save Land And People 
\ New Group's Theme 



About 125 aroused citizens of Knott, Let- 
cher and Perry Counties met in Hazard Tues- 
day night to form an organization to combat 
strip mining abuses. Its name is the Appalach- 
ian Group To Save Land and People. 

The new organization is one result of sev- 
eral weeks of general unrest among residents 
of the Clear Creek section of Knott County, 
u/ say stripping operations on Hirdburley 
Mountain are threatening their homes and land. 

The unrest was brought to a head last 
Monday when Knott Circuit Court issued an or- 
de v temporarily restraining 16 men from in- 
terfering with Kentucky River Coal Sales strip 
ping operations. 

The 16 were among over 30 men who sev- 
eral days before had showed up at the strip- 
ping scene and ordered the workers and their 
heavy equipment off the premises. 

The premises in question belong to some 
heirs who do not live in Knott County. Two 
of them are service men. including Enos Rit- 
chie, who is in the Navy aboard a ship in 
waters near Viet Nam. 

Dan Gibson, of Clear Creek, Ritchie's step 
father-in-law, was a leader of the men who re- 
fused to allow stripping to begin on the 180 
acre tract. 

Acting as spokesmen for the heirs, he says 
they left word with him to allow no mining 
on the land until the company first consulted 
with them directly. 

The restraining order was issued by Cir- 
cuit Clerk Carlos Huff after Judge John Cress 
Cornett disqualified himself from the case be- 
cause he said he had relatives on both sides 
of the dispute. 

Perry Circuit Judge Don A. Ward has been 
appointed a Special Judge to rule on the per- 
mannee of the restraining order.
